Students who were employed 
part-time during the year or 
worked full time during the sum-. 
mer may be entitled to a refund 
on their 1968 Federal income 
tax return, Whitney L. Wheeler, 
District Director of Internal Re- 
venue for Maine, has advised, 


Director Wheeler also stated 

that students are required to file 
an income tax return if they 
earned $600 or more during 1968. 
If they earned less ‘than $600 and 
taxes were withheld from their 
wages by the employer, ‘they must 
file a return to obtain a refund 
of the tax withheld from their 
wages. 
_ Unmarried students who earn 
lésg than $900 will not owe any 
Federal income tax, They are’. ep- 
titled to claim the usual $600: 
personal exemption plus a $300 
minimum standard deduction, 
but they will still have to file 
a tax return to obtain a refund 
of any tax withheld on their wag- 
es, 


Students should be sure to ob- 
tain a W-2 Form from their em- 
ployers to be attached to thetr 
tax return when filed, If they
